Americans’ income up, but not for the nation’s poor 

Gender earning gap shrinks during ’96

^VASHL^’GTO^’ — The rich got richer, 
the poor got poorer and the pant middle 
cla« did a bit better than treading watts' 
last year, according to the Census 
Bureau. 

In a blizzard of Hgurcs Monday, the 
bureau also said: 

• "nie percentile of people below the 
poverty line declined slightly from 1995 
to 1996, and for black Americans the fig- 


ure dipped to the lowest level since 
records were firs kept ia 1959. 

■ Use eateings gap betmsen men and 
women was the smallest everf>wtth 
women's iacomes rising and men’s 
after ad j iwrmfTit for inflarion. 

Overall uoea 1995 to 1998. .-Americans’ 
median household iscoaie climbed 1.2 
percent above the rate of inflation, to 


535,492, according to the Inireaii’s annu- 
al report on income and poverty. 

It was the second consecutive year of 
increase for households and tile third in 
a row for families, which rose 12 percent 
to 542,300. The family figure.s are for 
people related by birth, marriage or 
adoption; households can include unre- 
lated people. 


President Clinton proclaimed ilie 
report as "more eviilcnce ili.ii our eco- 
nomic stnitegy is succeeding." 

The results varied, thougli, depending 
on income level. 

Kor families, the biggest gains were 
recorded hy the richest 20 percent, wlio 
had a 2.2 percent increase. Income for 
the poorest 20 percent fell hy 1.8 per 
cent.

DENVER — With a promise 
from the judge that he is starting 
with a “clear page," Oklahoma 
City bombing defendant Terry 
Nichols went on trial Monday. 

He appeared in the same court- 
room where Timothy McVeigh 
was conviacd and sentenced lo 
die. 

Nichols, 42, smBed and waved 
to his mother in the front row os 
he was escorted into the coun- 
room where the process of sdeex- 
ing 12 jurors and six alicroatcs 
bc^n.

The nation’s poverty rate 
slipped to 13.7 percent with 3G.5 
million people living in poverty. 
That’s down from a rate of 13.8 


percent with 36.4 million in 
poverty a year earlier, changes 
the Census Bureau said were nut 
statistically significant. In 199G, 
tlte poverty thre.shold for a fami- 
ly of four was $16,03G. 

Hispanics had the highest 
poverty rate at 29.4 percent, 
down from 30.3 percent in 199.'!. 
For blacks the rate declined from 
29.3 percent to .28.4, the lowest 
since data were first collected in 
1959. Tlic poverty rate for Asian- 
Americans edged down from 14.6 
percent to 14.5 percent, and the 
white poverty rate was 
unchanged at 11.2 percent.

Oy vey: Jewish astronaut 
hits Mir as holiday nears 


SPACE CEmiiR, Hoasion (Al’) 
— He just siancd his four-monili 
stay aboard Mir and already he 
has a holiday coming up: Rosh 
Hashana, Uic Jewish New Year. 

Astronaut David Wolfs mother 
doubts her son — the first Jewish 
American to live on the Russian 
space station — will be able to 
take time off to observe Rosh 
Hashana this week or the rest of 
tlic Je\risli Higli Holy Days. 

But “maylx: he’ll get a vision of 
Uie Higli Holidays do.scr to heaven' 
titan wc tvill," said Martha Karatz 
of the jetvish Community Center 
of Indianapolis, Wolf’s boyhood 
hangout. “It’s a lovely thought, 
isn’t it?" 

And Wolf did take up a mezuza, 
a rolled piece of parchment in a 
case that traditionally is attadicd 
to tiic doorpost of a new home. 

Mir will be Wolfs home until 
late January. He moved in Sunday 

live aboard the station — and 
spent Monday getting to knotv the 
place and his two new Russian 
crewmaies. 

“I doubt really if tlie/re going to 
give him time off for a holiday, I 
really doubt Uiat, and he wouldn’t 
even consider asking,’’ said his 
modier, Doitie Wolf. "He trill jast 
say ‘Happy New .Year’ to the 
Russians, in Russian, and maybe 
he will teach them something 
about our New Year.” 

With all the last-minute uncer- 
tainty over her son’s laundi to Mir 
and questions about his safety, 
Mrs. Wolf said she forgot to ask 
whcilicr he packed the tiaditional 
honey and apples to celebrate the 
Netv Year.

Temple, where he had his bar mitz- 
vah 28 years ago, 

lliis time, the temple gave him a 
mczuzn, whidi he will return early 
next year and affix to a netv educa- 
tional wing. 

“Since Mir going to be David’s 
home, we thought it would be 
appropriate,” said Rabbi Sandy 
Sasso. 

She and her rabbi husband, 
Dennis, offered a special prayer 
for Wolf during a Sablxith service 
attended by the astronaut’s par- 
ents and grandmuthcr'on Sept. 20, 
five days before he left for Mir 
alw.'ird space siiuttlc Atlantis. 

The opening verse of Uie Shemn, 

mezuza, is: “Hear, oh Israel, the 
lord our God, tlie lord is one” — an 
especially fitting tine considering 
how borders and divisions are 
invisible from space, the rabbis 
said. 

Wolf also took up a mezuza for 
the Jewish nursing home in 
Indianapolis where Ids aunt lives. 

His sister, Anne Bcrgj^en, said 
ho probably won't unpack the two 
mezuzot. But he will open her 
Hanukkah gift after it arrives on a 
Rassian supply ship in October — 
a mcnorah and gelt, or holiday 
candy tliat looks like coins.

Quakes transform symbol of Italian 
medieval grandeur into ghost town 


NOCERA UMBRA, Italy (AP) 
— A pair of rumpled blue pants 
and a whlic-coIIarcd shirt hang 
on a clothesline outside a home 
gashed from its red tiled roof to 
the ground. 

Doors thrown open by fleeing' 
residents arc still ajar. Police 
patrol the cobbled alleys to dis- 
courage looters. 

Nocera Umbra has become a ■ 
ghost town. 

Tlie village was one of scores of 
communities affected by two 
quakes that jarred central Italy’s 
mountains Friday and killed 11 
people. The quakes also inflicted 
widespreod destruction not only 
on homes but also on die ardstic 
treasures in Umbria, an area of 
prosperous, proud totsms dotting 
lusli, green hills. 

“1 am over 80 and I have never 
seen anything like this,” Giulia 
Lorenzetta said as she waited 
anxiously for a fireman to accom- 
pany her so she could retrieve 
eyeglasses left behind in the 
haste to flee. 


“Life was good here. It was a 
tranquil and happy place. But 
now, 1 don’t know. I don’t know 
what is going to happen," she 
said. 

The entire medieval “borgo,” 
or city center, of 6,500 residents 
was evacuated and declared off 
limits soon after two earthquakes 
struck nine hours apart, damag- 
ing nearly 90 percent of the 
buildings. F 

Since then, Nocera Umbra resi- 
dents have been sleeping in their - 
cars, or in campers or tents pro- 
vided by the government. The 
local basketball arena was fur- 
nished with cots for the elderly 
and sick. 

In the town center, buildings 
lean dangerously. An archway 
collapsed into the side of one 
house. Falling stones left gaping 
holes in walls, and many build- 
ings lost their roofs. 

Shutters hang from windows 
with broken panes. Red gerani- 
ums droop near the tiled tables 
of the Piazza Grande restaurant, 


whose roof caved in. 

The region is filled with vil- 
lages like Nocera Umbra, towns 
with timeless, solid stone houses 
where generations of the same 
family lived and died. 

Grief creases the face of Orestc 
Ccstino when he speaks of the 
house where he was bom, No. 11 
on Via San Giovanni. 

“It was my mom’s and dad’s 
home," said Cestino, 67, as he sat 
on a cot inside a homeless shel- 
ter. “It has a chimney with a 
plaque that says the year it was 
built” — 1248. 

“Now it doesn’t exist anymore. 
A piece of history has been lost,” 
he said. 

The town’s Uth-cemury bell 
tower, once a symbol of the 
town’s medieval ^ory, is now a 
crumbling heap of stone. . 

“To sec mv totvn destroyed in 
this way really gets to me, espe- 
cially the bell tower, which for 
me tvill always represent the spe- 
cialness of Nocera,” said Pier- 
paolo Buontempi, 25.

New AIDS drugs fail in about haif of patients 

TORONTO — IVidcly heralded new, AIDS troaimcnts that seemed to 
stop the vims' advance and revive patients from near death are now begin- 
ning to fail in about half of all those treated, doctors said Monday. 

The disappointing reports suggest the tougit virus is coming back after 
being knocked briefly into Submission, just as many experts feared it 
would. 

“Over the past year, we had a honeymoon period,” said Dr. Steven 
Decks. “Tlie epidemic will likely split in two, and for ludf the people tve 
wUl need new therapeutic options." 

Decks presented data from the University of California at San 
Frandsco’s large public AIDS clinic at San Frandsco General Hospital. 

Prescriptions of socollcd three-drug cocktails— two older AIDS drugs 
plus one of the new class of medidnes called proteose inliibiiors — have 
dearly revolutionized AIDS care. In many places, more than 90 percent 
of AIDS patients arc taking these combinations, and typically people 
start on them os soon as Uicy Icam they ore infected, even before they 
get sick.

FDA OKs 
combination 
pili for AIDS 

WASHINGTON (AP) ~ The 
Food and Drug Administration has 
approved a drug that may let AIDS 
patients cut .six tablets a day off 
ilicir complicated pill regimen. 

The drug, Glaxo Wellcomc's 
Combivir, is the Hrst combination 
pill for AIDS therapy, combining 
two of the most common medi-. 
cincs, AZT and 3TC, into one 
tablet. 

Ttic poMurful drug cocktails that 
help people figlit the HIV virus 
often require patients to take as 
many as 20 pills a day at precise 
times. Combinr u-ould let patients 
take two tablets a day instead of 
the up to eight pills required when 
taking AZT and 3TC separately, 
the FDA said. 

Whether taken separately or 
alone, the drugs can cause such 
side effects as nausea, diarrhea 
and anemia 

Studies have shown that the 
more pills someone takes, especial- 
ly when they must be s«tillowcd at 
different times of the day, the less 
likely the patient is to take all the 
doses. Improper use of AIDS med- 
ications allows the HIV virus to 
mutate so that many drugs no 
longer work. 

AZT and 3TC are members of 
the oldest class of AIDS medidnes, 
called nucleoside analogues. Two 
nucleoside analogues ore typically 
combined with a more powerful 
medicine » from a class called 
protease inhibitors — into a three- 
drug cocktail. But many AIDS 
patients have become resistant to 
AZT treatment, so scientists arc 
working to combine other AIDS 
medicines, including protease 
inhibitors, sntosin^e pills. 

Glaxo said Combivii^s tvholcsalc 
price is about SSJ240 a year, equiv- 
alent to AZT and 3TC taken sepa- 
rately. It will be in drug stores by 
mid-October.

activists. Now, Horiuchi is con- • 
fronted by a complex, seemingly 
contradictory array of legal cir- 
cumstances. 

/V federal criminal inve.stigation 
of Horiuchi's conduct concluded 
with no federal charges filed 
against him, 

' But a county prosecutor in Idaho 
filed .state charges of involuntary 
manslaughter against Horiuchi 
last month.

immediate risk of death or great 
bodily harm.” But. largely because ■ 
of the miirshaTs death, the sniper 
team wjis operating under special 
rules saying “any armed adult 
male observed in the vicinity of 
tile Weaver cabin could and 
should be killed." 

Several members of the sniper 
team took positions on a hill over- ' 
looking the cabin. Liitcr, Weaver 
and others left the cabin.

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The new ‘big dogs’: Wolves thin out Yellowstone coyote population 


JACKSON, Wyo. (AP) — For more tlian 
60 years, coyotes were the top predators in 
Yellowstone National Park, facing only 
mai^nal competition from mountain lions 
and other predators. 

But in 199S, humans decided to bring 
back a pre^tor that-had been eradicated 
decades earlier. Since the return of the 
gray wolf to Yellowstone, the estimated 
population of coyotes in the park's nonh- 


cm ranges — areas frequented by wolves 
— has dropped by half, Yellowstone's chief 
svolf-rccovery biolo^t said. 

“Before wolves, coyotes were the big 
dogs on the block,” Doug Smith said. 
“Now wolves arc the big dogs. And 
they're swaggering throu^ the Lamar^ 
Valley and putting the fear of God in 
these coyotes." » 

. Park biologists estimated there were

Cnibirce said when a few coyote adults 
are killed, the rest of the pack generally 
disiiiiegraics, and coyotes avoid that geo- 
grajitiic area. 

1 le saiil wolves at first killed few coyotes 
but often chased tliem away from prey. But 
this spring. Crabtree said, wolves began 
aggressively comixiting against the smaller 
animals. .

Open up that door. Idaho_^ 
offers economic opportunities 


Oppommiiy comes from the Middle 
Enfdisb word for "to open." 

Open is an active verb - and therein 
lies the most important lesson about 
the stale of Idaho's economj’. 

Our gross domestic product is bur- 
geoning - nearly 20 percent bigger 
|han it was at the bottom of the farm 
recession of the 1980s. And despite 
some softness in the microchip and 
food-proccs.sing industries, Idaho’s 
economy is chugging along at virtually 
full employment. 

According to an Associated Press 
analysis of Idaho Tax Commission fig- 
ures) the avemge annual income of the 
middle 60 pereem of Idaho workers - 
more than 2.TO.000 of them - rose just 
under 18 percent between 1990 and 
1995, ilie most recent year for whicli 
siaiisiic»are available. 

Over the same five years, the top 20 
percent of ta.\payers .saw their average 
annual income soar more than 44 per- 
cent — from just over $60,000 to 
$87,000. 

By national standards, that’s extraor- 
dinary - but not every Idahoan has 
shared equally in the prosperity. 

As elsewhere in America, Idahoans 
without education and skills are being 
left furtlicr and furilicr behind. Fortu- 
nately, most of them have a chance to 
do much better. 

With 120,000 hew jobs since 1990, 
there's one for virtually any adult who 
can put on a clean shin and show up 
at a jol) inten'iew on time. 

And even the dead-end service-sec- 
tor jobs are opportunities for .some- 
thing better.

As laic as 1893, ilu; Supreme Court 
found income taxes unconstitutional, 
ihougli it upheld a direct tax on incomes 
during the Civil War on thin grounds. 

As the court dianged, cries were heard 
among liberals in both panics to “soak 
tlie rich,” staning a dass warfare lliat 
continues. When Democrats introduced 
bills to tax higher incomes, conservatives 
in the Republican Party derailed the 
idea in the Senate, leading Democrats in 
brand Republicans ilic “party of the 
rich." 

In 1909, Sen. Joseph Bailey, a conser- 
vative Southem Democrat opposed to in- 
come taxes, introduced an income tax 
l)ill hoping to further embarrass Republi- 
cans. He uas astonisiicd when Teddy 
Roosevelt and liberal Republicans sup- 
ported the measure. 

Senate Republican leaders met to de- 
vise a .strategy to have it both ways. They 
would demonstrate they were not the 
party of the rich by favoring an income 
lax. but they would introduce it asa con- 
stitutional amendment, believing it 
would fail to win approval by three- 
fmirtiis of the states. Democrats were 
caugln by surprise when President Taft 
sent a message to Congress on June 16,

cies, . ... 

What it tvill do, Maynard said, u 
eliminate the existing structure of 
essentially estranged manage- 
ment of the two a.ssets that “jire- 
vents consideration of doing 
something different."

Oregonians 
to vote again 
on suicide 

SALEM. Ore. (AI') — Three

first and only law allowing doaor- 
assistwl suidde. Onrgnn votm are 
Wng a.sked to reconsider. 

Ihe law has never taken eTfca 
because of legal challenges and 
will probably remain stalled for 
monilLS even if it survives. 

The Legislature, pressured by 
Roman Catholic diurches arid and- 
alx)rdon groups, voted eariiix.this 
year to hold a referendum Nov. 4 
on whether to repeal the bw. 

“Is it too mudi lu ask people to 
reconsider all the facts before wx* 
start killing people?" asked Rep. 
Ron Sunseri. a Republican who 
opposes doctor-assisted suidde. 

The referendum puts Oregon 
lack at the forefront of the nation- 
al debate over wheilrer people suf- 
fering from painfuL faid illnes-ses 
sliould have the legal ri^ to end 
their lives. The bw allows a doaor 
to prescribe suidde “mcdicaiion” 
to a person who has less than six 
months to live. Tlie bw prohibits 
other substances and means of sui- 
dde such as poLson. 

Voters passed the mcasiuc in 
1994 with 51 percent appmvaL 

“Tliis is the first time that the 
people's wite has'lx.-en nullified bv- 
the Legislaiurd," said Barbara 
Coombs Lee. one of the law's 
drafters. 

In a recent poll conducted for 
Die Oregonian, six in 10 Oregon 
residents said they support the 
avdsied-suidde law. 

Die law's backers were encour- 
^ed l>y a U5. Supreme Court rul- 
ing in June upholding bans on 
assisted suidde in New York and 
Wasliington state but leaving the 
door open for states to deddc for 
themselves whether to allow the 
praaicc. “We're not talking about 
d>ing or not dying. It's just a ques- 
tion of when." said 56-year-old 
I’enny Sdilueier. who is terminal- 
ly ill wilii ovarian cancer. “We're 
talking about a short period of 
lime that could be painful and 
dehumanizing to people." 

Among other things, assisted- 
suicide opponents say that some 
people vdio take pills to end their 
lives will suffer lingering deaths 
and that the law doesn’t have 
enough, safeguards to prevent 
depressed people fnim receiving 
suidde drugs. 


Oil .slick reported 
off California coast 

LOS ANGELES (AIM — A 
crude oil slick covering several 
sriunru miles, apparently leaked 
from an undersea pipeline, was 
reported early Monday in the 
ocean off Santa Barbara County, 
ihe Coast Guard said. 

The slick was esiimaidd to bv 
two miles by four miles in size 
and 300 barrels, or 12,600 gallons, 
but there was a total of 2,900 bor- 
ret.s, or 121,800 gallons of crude 
in the pipt^ne at the time, I’elty 
Office Jamie Devitt said. 

It was not known if the remain- 
der had spilled out or remained 
in the pipe. “Wc’rv making over- 
flifdits now," said Devitt. 

Oil spill cleanup companies 
were called and three vessels 
were on the scene deploying a 
boom around the areas of heavi- 
est «)il. TTic slick did not appear 
to Iw drifting. The Coa.si Guard 
I’acific Strike Force, a team pre- 
pared for quick response to 
spills, was to arrive bier today. 

The site is near Point Arguello, 
on the coast 130 miles nonhwest 
of Los Angeles. Vandenberg Air 
Force Base sprawls along the 
stretch of coast. The spill's poten- 
tial effect on wildlife in the area 
was not immcdbicly dear.

SPRINGFIELD, Mass. (AP) - Ba3(^ Howell 
still shudders at the memory of his first season 
with the Boston Celtics. 

Bob Cou^ was retired. Bill Russell was no 
longer the future of basketball. And the 
Cdtics’ march of eight straight NBA champi- 
onships ended in 1967 when Philadelphia 
finally broke through- 

“My first year there we lost, so here comes 
the kiss of death!” said Howell, a star at 
Mississippi State. “Before I even got to the 
Celtics, the team was getting old together." 

Winning, though, had not gotten old to 
them. With Howell, player-coach Russell, 
John Havlicck and Sam Jones, they went on 
to claim the last twx> of 10 titles within 11 sea- 
sons - something no other team has 
approached. And they hare been reaping hon- 
ors since, their latest on Monday with the 
entry of Howell into the Basketball Hall of 
Fame. 

Others inducted Monday nif^t were three 
coaches - Pete Carril of Princeton, Dori 
Haskins of Texas-El Paso and Antonio Diaz- 
Migucl of Spain - as well as 1980s NBA scor-' 
ing leader Alex English and women’s stars 
Denise Curry and Joan Crawford. 

Howell, a 6-foot-7, 220-pounder and the 
forerunner of today’s power forward, i^ the 


18th Celtics player and 23rd team entry, 
including coa^ Red Auerbach, in the Hall of 
Fame. No other team approaches those num- 
bers. 

Howell averaged 18.7 points and 10 
rebounds game. IVhen he retired in 1971, he 
ranked in the NBA’s top 10 in nine pitegorics. 
He also played for Detroit, Baltimore and 
Philadelphia at a time when the NllA was far 
from a league of millionaires. ^ 

“Today, everything is such big business," 
‘ said Hmvcll, 60, who now manages commer- 
cial estate. ‘TTie game is a game people 
love to watch and love to play at ail levels. It’s 
not just how much money somebody makes 
and how much profit.” 

Carril’s Princeton teams made their name 
by upending more athletic opponents. On the 
sidelines was Carril, a rumpled elf with 
mussed hair who gesticulated like a New York 
Gtycab^. 

Yet Carril, 67, now an assistant coach for 
the NBA’s Sacramento Kings, is the on^ 
Division I college coach to win more than 500 
games ivithout the help of spons scliolarship^ 
His 525-273 college coaching record spans 13 
Ivy League championships, 10 seasons of 20 
'wins or more, 11 NCAA tournaments, and a 
1975 NIT championship. 


He developed' n pressing defense and 
mclhadical, patient offense ilidi frustrated 
some of college basketball’s best teams. 
Carril’s last college season, Princeton upset 
defending champion UCLA in the 1996 NCAA 
loumamcnt 4341. 

"When you’re an underdog in this country, 
they root for you," he said Monday. 

Did Princeton’s half-court game and low 
scores ever get tedious? 

“The only time I ever heard ihe word 'bor- 
ing’ ivas from the other side,” Carril said, 

Haskins also made a reputation by outplay- 
ing better known opponents. Ills team - then 
called Texas Western - fielded five black 
starters to defeat Adolph Rupp’s all-white 
Kentucky stars in the 1966 NCAA champi- 
onship.

BOSTON (AIM - Boston Gtirdun 
is ufficially in the hands of iliu 
wreckers, 

On Monday, two years after ihc 
old arena was closed to the pub- 
■lie, -its maimcnoncu'crew turned , 
off the lights and -locked up one 
last time before the yearlong 
demolition begins. . 

“That’s it,” said Rudolph 
"Spider” Edwards, as he snapped 
a padlock on the doors leading lo 
the floor where he had watched 
Bill Russell and Bobby Orr play. 

Edivanis spent 33 years on the 
Garden crew before moving to 
the adjacent FleciCenter, along 
with the Bruins and Celtics on 
Sept. 29, 1995. 

Longtime electrician Ilobhy 
Hall clicked off the main lights, 
bank by bank, until only a pale 
glow slionc over the peeling yel- 
low paint, stacks of chairs and 
emp^ trash cans. 

Cables that had held up the 
scoreboard hung limply in the 
center of- the arena. The 
FlectCenicr management is look- 
ing to mvc diariucs wliat’s left . . 

By day’s end, workers ivero to 
begin scaling off the building for 
removal of a.sbestos and other 
materials. 

The building il.self is scheduled 
to be ripped apart section by sec- 


tion in January. Nine months 
inter, it should he reduced to a 
vacant loi. 

A high-rise hotel, residential, 
office ''and retail complex is 
expected to rise in its place. 

Tliu Ciirdeii was detllcuied Nov. 
1-1, 1928. President Coolidge 
switched on the lights from the 
White House. A boxing match 
opened the arena a few days later. 

'llic Bniins and Celtics wore tho 
main tenants, winning enough 
championships over the years to 
give the Garden mythical status. 
Elvis Presley played there. So did 
the Beatles, and almost every 
other top’pop act of the 1960s, 
’70s and ’80s. Circuses and ice 
shows were regular visitors. 

“You don’t see arenas like this 
any more, 'niey’re gone, the way 
of the past," Hall said. “Like 
everything, the lime has come. 
You’ve got to go with the now.”

Yankees. 

“YouVe got to play 'em all to 
win the whole thing. You might as 
well scan with the world champi- 
ons," Hargrove said. "I know the 
Yankees said they’d rutlier play us 
than Seattle. WeU, they got their 
wish."

SEATTLE (AP) - The 
Baltimore Orioles have beaten 
him twice this season, but that 
was in Camden Yards and these 
are the playoffs. Randy 
Johnson, all 6-foot-lO of him, 
now looms os one imposlhg 
roadblock. 

, “I don’t think they want to 
come here," Mariners closer 
Hcathcliff Slocumb said. 
“Besides the noise of the dome, 
they’re going to hove to face 
RandjtJohnson inside. 

"1 think they’re a little intimi- 
dated by our bats, especially 
•Starting on the road." 

The Mariners, winners of the 
AL West, face the AL East 
champion Orioles in Game 1 of 
their bcsi'Of'5 scries Wednes* 
day night in ihc King- 
domc, 

Johnson, who be- 
came the Mariners’ 
first 20-gamc winner 
this year, will start 
ngain.<>( MikeMus.sina. 

If Seattle can beat 
Baliimore two straight 
at home, the Orioles 
will be in trouble. 

“I think they’ve got to hope to 
walk out of here with maybe 
one game if that,’’ Slocumb 
said. 

Slocumb became Seattle’s 
closer when he was dealt from 
Boston on ibc July 31 trading 
deadline. He contributed 10 
saves in 11 opportunities for the 
Mariners down the stretch. 

In Baltimore’s bullpen will be 
Slocumb’s 1993 Chicago Cubs 
teammate, Randy Myers, who 
saved a major league-high 45 
games in 46 opportunities for 
the Orioles. Slocumb was traded 
to Cleveland in June of that 
year. 

He knows Myers has had an 
outstanding season, but he won- 
ders about his former team- 
mate’s frame of mind. 

“He’s had a phenomenal 
record, but you know what - 
something's got to happen," 
Slocumb said. “I think in the 
back of his mind possibly he 
thinks he could go through a 
bad rut because he hasn’t been 
through one yet. He’s thinking, 
‘Well, how long can this last?"’ 



The Orioles' buHpen did 
struggle in September and 
Baltimore was 13-16 compared 
with Seattle’s 15-10 record in 
the final month. Even Myers 
gave- up an earned run as 
Baltimore's relievers had a 5.68 
ER^\. 

On Sunday, in Seattle’s final 
regular-season game, Norm 
Charlton, the team’s former 
closer, blew his 11th save and 
the club’s 27th. 

Myers pitched for 
Piniclla in Cincinnati 
in 1990, when the Reds 
won the Worid Serie.s. 
Myers had 31 .save's 
that year and threw 95 
mphplus. 

“I don't think he 
throws as hard consis- 
tently, but he’s come 
up with a good change- 
up," Piniclla said. 

The Mariners traded Mike 
Timlin and Paul Spoljaric from 
Toronto on July 31, too, to help 
their bullpen, but Piniclla is 
expected to rely mainly on 
Slocumb and Bobby Ayala in 
the playoffs. Ayala had a 3-1 
record and a 1.56 ERA in 
August and September. 

Baltimore had a 7-4 edge over 
Seattle, this year, and Myers’ 
presence is a big reason why the 
Orioles, with the most wins in 
the AL at 98, arc given an edge 
against the Mariners, a 90-victo- 
ry club. 

Cal Ripken Jr., Brady Ander- 
son, Rafael Palmeiro & Co. beat 
the World Series champion New 
York Yankees in their division 
iliis year after losing to them 4-1 
in the playoffs last season. 

“Nothing is a failure when 
you get in the postseason,” 
Orioles manager Davey Johnson 
said. 

Said Ripken: “By winning 
early on, it allowed us to play 
for (he big picture and not the 
small picture of day to day.”

ATL-\.S'TA (AP) - Maybe this won’t be 
ilic blowout ever>'one expects. 

Granted, the Atlanta Braves have the 
best record, the best pitching, the most 
postseason e.vpericncc, .seemingly every- 
thing in their favor heading into 
Tuesday’s opener in the best-of-5 NL divi- 
sion series iiKiiin.st Houston. 

But the Astros hardly seem intimidat- 
ed. They played 11 games against the 
Braves during the regular season - all 
ileciileil by tivo runs of less - and believe 
they can keep things close cnougli to pull 
off a monumental upset. 

"There’-s absolutely no pressure on us. 
No one is e.xpecting us to win," said first 
baseman Jeff Bagwell, who figures to 
i>lay a vital role for the Astros after 
another monster season: 43 homers, 135 
RBIs and .31 stolen bases. “We usually 
play to the level of our competition. We 
play bad against bad teams and good 
against good teams, and we've played 
good against the Braves." . 

Atlanta, which had a 7-4 record against 
the Asiros (luring the regular .season, is 
making an unprecedented sixth stroi^u 
])osiseason appearance after cruising to 
the NL Fast cliampionship with base- 
ball's best record, 101-61. It marks only 
ilie second lime this centur>' that the 
Braves iiave won at least 100 games. 

"I don't fee! like wu've got a lot of 
Iioles," said Greg Maddux (19*4), who 
will iiiicti the opener on ciglii days rest 
against Houston acc Darryl Kile (19-7). 
"We stack lip well against any team in 
baseball," 

Certaiiiiy, nu une can match Atlanta’s 


starting pitchers, The Braves will send 
three Cy Young winners to tho mound in 
liic first tiirce games • Maddux will be 
followed by Tom Glavine. (14-7) 


Wednesday and John Smolu (15*12) 
Friday when the scries shifts to the 
Astrodome > and have 20*gamc winder 
Denny Ncoglc in reserve for Game 4. 


“If we don’t at least get back to the 
World Scries, we’ll fall short of our goal,” 
Ncaglc said. “That’s been our goal since 
day one of spring training.” 

While the Braves are accustomed to 
the postseason, the Astros arc entering a 
strange, new world. This is 
their first postseason appear- 
ance since 19S6 and the only 
players on the 2S-man roster 
with playoff experience arc 
Derek Bell, Thomos Howard 
and Tony Pena. 

Ncaglc remembered his first 
postseason game in 1992, when 
he pitched for Pittsburgh 
against the Braves in the NL 
championship scries. 

“1 was as nervous as I could be," he 
said. “1 was more nervous than Pvc ever 
been for any other game. That’s natural.” 
Ncaglc glanced over to the visiting 
dugout at Turner Field. 

“No matter what anyone says, the 
amount of postseason games in this club- 
house is a big advantage,” he said. “I 
know Bagwell,' (Craig) Biggio and Kile 
iiavc been lu the all-star game, but even 
that's a little bit different than this. No 
matter who you arc, this is a different 
boUgamc, Guys react differently to it. It 
will be interesting to see how they 
react." 

Actually, the pressure is on the Braves 
in the First two ^mcs. The Astros (84-78) 
may have the worst record of the eight 
playoff teams - 17 fewer victories than 
Atlanta - but the final three games 
would be ployed at tiic Astrodome if the 


scries goes the distance. 

So much for working all season to get 
the home-field advantage. 

“That big ballpark in Atlanta is con- 
ducive to our game, so that helps," 
Bagivell said. “We’re a scrappy team and 
that’s the way wc play a 
game. If we play hard and 
don’t make mistakes and 
only give them 27 outs, 
we’ve got a shot." 

Kenny Lofton and Atlanta’s 
shaky bullpen may be the 
keys to preventing an upset. 

Lofton, who began his 
career with the Astros, had 
only 27 stolen bases but 
seems to have finally recov- 
ered from a nagging groin pull. He is the 
Braves top hitter at .333. 

"He’s going to bo a big factor for us,” 
fellow outfielder Ryan ^esko said. “If 
we can get him on base and gee him mov- 
ing around, we’re going to be tough to 
beat.” 

The some optimism can’t be expressed 
about closer Mark Wohlers, whose ERA 
soared to 3.50 in the final weeks of the 
season as he struggled with his control. 
The rest of the bullpen includes three 
rookies; Kerry Ligtcnbcrg, Kevin 
Millwood and Mike Gather. 

"It’s weird. Wc can throw tliroe or four 
uys out of the bullpen, but if one has o 
ad day everyone says tve Iiavc a prob- 
lem with our bullpen,” Maddux said. “1 
tliink wc match up well with the buUpcns 
around the league. 1 have a ton of confi- 
dence in those guys." 



Bonds, Leyland return to postseason stage as Giants, Pirates tangle 


MIAMI (AP) - When Barry 
Bonds. steps up to the postsea- 
son plate Tuesday for liie first 
lime in five years, his former 
manager will be there to 
waidi. 

And periiaps cringe. 

"Barry is a time bomb," Jim 
l^-ylaiul said Monday. 

Paired together in Pitts- 
burgh, Bonds and Leyland will 
now be pitted against each 
other in Miami. Neither has 
been to the World Series,.and 
only one of them will advance 
beyond the. besi-of-5 division 
series between the San 
^incisco-Ginnts'and-tbe 
Merida Marlins. 

Giants left-hander Kirk 
Riieier (13-6, 3.45 ERA) faces 
right-bander Kevin Broivn (16-8, 
2.69) in the opener. It will be 
the first playoff game in the 
Marlins’ five-year history, and 


the first for the Giants since 
1989. 

Bonds and Leyland made the 
playoffs three consecutive years 
with the Pirates in the early 
1990s. But Bonds hit 
just .191 ond Leyland 
went O-for-3, losing to 
Atlanta twice and 
Cincumaii once. 

They've waited 
.since 1992 to return 
to the playoff stage, 
and both are overdue 
for some postseason 
success. 

Bonds also is over: 
-'due-(igainst-LeyIund:-He-hit— 
.291 with 40 homers, 101 RBIs 
and 145 walks this year, but 
Florida pitchers held him to 
three hits in 29 at-bats, u .103 
average. ^ 

He’s also l-for-18 in his career 
against Brown. Why has Brown 



dominated the matchup? 

“Lct'.s just hope you’re asking 
me (he same question after 
Tuesday's game," Brown said. 
“When you do well against 
.somebody, you’re not 
sure you want to know 
the nnsivcr.” 

The rest of the Giants 
haven’t done much 
against Brown, either. 
He’s 4-0 with an 0.61 
ERA in five career starts 
against San Francisco, 
including a no-hitter 
June 10. 

“He’s probably the 
toughest-guy-we’ve-foccd over— 
the last five years,” Giants man- 
ager Dusiy-Bakcrsaid after los- 
ing to Brotvn earlier this month. 
“He throws hard, and the ball 
moves all over the strike zone. 
You never get a good swing 
against him.” 


Ruetcr is the first of three 
consecutive lefties the Marlins 
will face. Teammates Shown 
Estes goes against lefty AI

before the series moves 
to San Francisco. 

“We’re hoping to tvin 
both," Ructersatd. “But 
I think if wc split, wc 
enn come back to San 
Francisco and, with all 
the fan support, get the 
nvo out of three that we 
would need." 

The Giants finished 
the season strong, over- 

'takingLos-Angeles-to 

win the NL West. The Marlins 
coasted into the wild-card spot 
despite losing 15 of their final 
24. * 

Son Frandsco’s success was a 
surprise; many prognosticators 
picked the Giants to finish last 



in- their division. Florida, how- 
ever, was pegged as Atlanta’s 
most formidable challenger in 
the NL. 

“The high expectations began 
when wc hired Jim 
Leyland,” said first 
baseman Jeff Coninc, 
who has been with the 
Marlins since their 
first game in 1993. 
“He came in with a 
tremendous track 
record and a level of 
respect not many 
managers have." 

After signing Ley- 
land— the-Marlins— 


acquired six free agents, 
including Alex Fernandez, 
Bobby Bonilla and Moiscs 
Alou, in deals totaling S89 mil- 
lion. When Florido clinched a 
playoff berth last week, 
Leyland’s voice broke with 


emotion as he thanked team 
owner H. Wayne- Huizenga for 
the hefty payroll. 

“There was a lot of extra 
pressure on these guys because 
of the expectations after what 
wc did financially over the win- 
ter," Leyland said. “The expec- 
tations were greater than prob- 
ably ever before on any team 
I’ve managed. I’m proud of the 
way tho guys met the chal- 
lenge." 

Florida is a slight favorite to 
beat San Francisco. But the 
Giants like their chances, espe- 
cially’ if Bonds gets hot. 

~ “I thlnk'we’re at bur peak 
of confidence and belief and 
faith in ourselves," inficldcr 
Jeff Kent said. “We’ve played 
well down the stretch, and we 
have total confidence in our 
ability to handle the 
Marlins.” '

Western governors 
back local efforts to 
preserve open spaces 


JACKSON, Wyi). (AP) — The 
Wcsiurn Governor's Association 
is helping communities find ways 
to keep development from 
encroaching on open lands and 
driving out ranchers and farmers. 

The association brought togeth- 
er more than 250 elected offi- 
cials, ranchers, farmers, open 
space experts and conservation 
groups from 18 states fur a two-, 
day conference aimed at stimu- 
lating ideas on land preservation. 

Wyoming Gov. Jim Ceringcr 
delivered the keynote address 
Monday. 

Growth in West, he said, i.s noi 
only inevitable but desirable. 
However, It must be accom- 
plished in a way that ensures 
open spaces and economic oppor- 
tunity. 

“We have to show in plain and 
simple actions ihni the environ- 
ment, the cermomy and the com- 
munity ore compatible,” he said. 
“That means we have to appreci- 
ate the resource while we respea 
the people, and leave them secure 
in the belief that they can take 
control of their destiny to assure 
the destiny of their children.” 

Montana rancher Reeves 
Brown moderated a panel discus- 
sion on communicating conserva- 
tion options to land owners. 

Brown said he \s-as encouraged 
because the Western governors 


united to share ideas on what's 
working. 

“A mistake that’s sometimes 
been made in past and we're 
aware of now is liicre really is no 
cookbook answer," Brown said. 
“'nie solutions are as uni()ue and 
individual us the communiiies 
themselves, ’niat's why tlic gover- 
nors are encouraging collalxirtirion 
and community-based solutioas.”

Environmental Council, Tim 
Lindstrom, told pnriicipani.s 
there aren’t manvopiioii.s. .

Residents 
return to 
charred homes 

OREGON HOUSE, Calif. (AP) 
— Hundreds of people returned 
Monday to homes damaged or 
destroyed in a wildfire that 
roared through the Sierra Nevada 
foothills in Yuba County over the 
weekend, charring nearly 6,000 
acres. 

Some returoed to find nothing 
but ashes, while others gratefully 
wondered tvhy their homes were 
spar^ 

The blaze destroyed at least 83 
homes, two businesses, 65 out- 
buildings and 16 vehicles, fire 
officials said, but no one was seri- 
ously injured. 

On Monday, firefighters had 
built a 16-milc line around 80 per- 
cent of the fire area, and expect- 
ed it to be fully under control by 8 
a.m. Tuesday, according to 
California Xtepartmcni of 
Forestry spokesman Don Ohrt. 

“We’re mopping up now," Ohrt 
said. “This is the grunt work — 
shoveling and chopping. When a 
fire moves as fast os this one did, 
there arc islands of unbumt materi- 
al, and you want to get in there and 
maltc sure there's no heat in them." 

Tlic fire rc^on, about -10 miles 
northeast of Sacramento, is 
sparsely populated Mih settle- 
ments ranpng from trailer homes 
to luxurious country estates. 

Some 1,500 residents from 
Oregon House and nearby 
Dobbins were evacuated after a 
short in a mobile home's genera- 
tor sparked the blaze around 2:30 
p.m. Saturday. J 

That night, high wihds fanned 
flames across acres of mountain-, 
ous wildland. Low humidity and 
tinder-dry pines, oaks and brush 
aided the blaze. 

“This is the worst fire we’ve 
had up here in 30 to 40 years,” 
said “Buck" Weekman, a former 
CDF battalion chief and current 
Marysville school botud member. 
“This is definitely the worst in 30 
years." 


FLAGSTAFF, Ariz. (AP) — A 
ticket-taker said she knew it was 
dangerous for hikers to enter a 
narrow canyon after a rainstorm 
and told them so, but she didn’t 
order them to stay out, according 
to the official report on an acci- 
dent that killed 11 people near 
Lake Powell. 

Ellcna Young, a ticket-taker 
for the Navajo Nation, which 
charges admission to enter 
Lower Antelope Canyon, told 
investigators she allowed mem- 
bers of a tour group to descend 
ladders into the canyon at their 
own risk. 

Twelve hikers were swept 
atvay Aug. 12 when a flash flood 
thundered through the narrow, 
twisting rainbow-hued canyon. 
Only a lour guide survived. TYvo 
bodies have yet to be recovered. 

The report from the Coconino 
County Sheriffs Department, the 
lead agency investigating the 
deaths, doesn't blame anyone

“They don’t have to apply for 
spccial-usc from the county,” 
County Administrator Tim Hursi 
said. “The other land they want 
to use is zoned ‘prime agricultur- 
a l’ Th er e are no requirements on 
that either, except for what th'e 
DEQ imposes." 

It seems the county has Ui'llc 
say in what the plant must do. 
Other agencies, including the 
Burley Highway District, have a 


say, and are concerned mostly 
that the company follows regula- 
tions. 

“The land there was zoned so 
companies could use the railraad 
for the iransporiaiion of their 
commodity,” Burley City 
Building Inspecior Keith Bryan 
said. “It makes sense.” 

Even if everything is zoned 
properly and city and county 
agencies %ave little problem 
with the plant, some neigh- 
bors still object to the project. , 
And that too could factor into

ject. /

outstanding contribution to our cultural 
heritage progrom...Wiihout the unselfish 
efforts of the Robinson fomily, and other 
volunteers, wc would not be able to 
accomplish projects like this one here at 
Sawtooth City. The Robinsons were part 
of more than 115 people who last year 
volunteered more than nine person 
years of work, valued at $150,000 in the 
Sawtooth Forest." 

Last season's big find for the 
Robinsons was die location of the black- 
smith’s shop. 

"Wc concluded that the blacksmith 
worked and lived out of his shop, evi- 
dence by the clinkers, tin cans and tin 
plate," said Shauna Robinson. -

How much longer will the 
Fed just watch and wait? 


NEW YORK — Stocks rose Monday, 
with smaller-company shares resuming 
their record-setting march, as investors 
took an optimistic posture before 
Tuesdt^s Federtd Reserve meeting and 
some key economic reports due later in 
the wccic • 

The Dow Jones industrial average rose 
69.25 to 7,991.43. The boromcicr of 30 
' bluc<h{p comjianics, which hasn't dosed 
above 8,000 since Aug. 20, started the 
day with a 28-point deficit, but quickly 
turned higher. 

Broader stock indicators also shrugged 
off some early weakness to post some siz- 
able gains. 

The Russell 2000 index of smaller com- 
panies, which had dosed at record highs 
for ciglit strai^t sessions before slump- 
ing on Wednesday and Thursday, moved 
back into record territory. Other popular 
measures moved within striking distance 
of new highs. 

“It’s an encouraging performance, 
even though the Dow has once again 
shied away from the 8,000 mark," said 
Eugene Peroni, director of technical 
research at Jnnncy Montgomery Scott in 
Philadelphia, adding that the Dow "is 
trending toward upper part of its 
(recent) range .rather than showing till- 
nerability.” 

The Dow, still about 270 points shy of 
its^ug. 6 peak at 8,259.31, has bobbed 
aWvc 8,000 during four sessions over the 
past two weeks, but quickly retreated 
each time.

Most economist.^ believe that will keep 
the Federal Reserve from raising inter- 
est rates right now. But how much 
longer? 

The answer may depend on the 
groundwork laid in debate during central 
bank policy-makers’ closvddoor meeting 
on Tuesday. 

As they look over the economy. Fed 
officials have got to be pretty pleased 
with what they see: plenty of growth and 
not much innaiion. 

"You have to go back to the early 
1960s to see anything remotely similar," 
said cconombi David Jones of Aubrey G. 
Lanston Sc Co. in New York. "'So far, so 
good,’ b the Fed's view."; 

The economy grew very strongly in the 
first half of the year, at an annual rate of 
•i.I percent, pushing the nation’s unem- 
ployment rate beloif 5 percent for the 
first time since 1973. 

In the past. that’.s been a harbinger of 
higher inhatioR, which can frazzle finan- 
cial markets and short-circuit an expan- 
sion. The euro has been a preventative 
dose of higher interest rates aimed at 
moderating growth and keeping a lid on 
prices. 

Yet policy-makers have little reason to 
bump up short-term interest rates, 
because inflation thb year has improved, 
not worsened. * 

Consumer prices — excluding food and 
energy costs, which bounce around a lot 
— have risen at a scant 22 percent annu- 


al rate so far this, 
year, down from 2.G 
percent Iasi year and 
the l>est since 1965. 

“It's been an in- 
credible streak of 
luck," said economist 
Paul Gutman of Reg- 
ional Financial As- 
sociates in West Ches- 
ter, Pa.
